When coloring is required for stews 
or hasbes let the onions used have the 
outer skin left on, and no burnt sugar 
or other coloring matter will be re- 
quired. 

When cutting new bread beat your 
knife by dipping it Into a jug of hot 
water, .In this way you can cut the 
thinnest bread and butter from a new 
loaf quite easily. 

Many people dislike stoning raisins 
becanse of the unpleasant stickiness. 
This can be quite prevented by rub- 
bing butter on your fingers and on 
the knife before beginning. 

Try mixing pancakes iv a piteber of 
the bellboy shape, one that an egg 
beater fits in nicely, It is much easier 
to pour directly from this pitcher on 
the griddle instead of ladling the bat- 
ter out of a bowl, :

into force. The president was care- 
ful to explain that he only spoke from 
his knowledge of German conditions, 
but that he expected analogous results 
in England. 

There will be, thinks Doctor Kauf- 
man, an enormous reduction in poor 
law expenditure, in consequence of the 
insurance laws. Thrift will be sup- 


ported and nourished, and in millions | 


of cases created, It is a mistake to 
suppose that insurance will kill a de 
sire to better one’s conditions. In 
Germany insurance has implanted 
courage to face the future. It will 
also be so in England. 

Secondly, insurance will result in 
the freeing of the people from their 
greatest fear. In consequence, there 
will be increased national happiness 
and higher standards of life and living. 
In Germany for example, the consump- 
tion per -head of population of rye, 


high prices, has largely increased; the 
deposits with savings banks have 
enormously risen, and Doctor Kauf- 
man believes that these indications 
of national prosperity are mainly attri- 


butable.ta ‘the national insurance 
laws. 
Economic development, of course, 


plays its part, but this development is 
furthered by the securit® which in- 
surance in all its branches gives to 
the workers. Reasoning by anal- 
ogy, similar results may be expected 
in England. 

Thirdly, an improvement in the 
conditions of life of the worker means 
improvement in the quality of work 
done by him. This may be regarded 
as an industrial axiom. 

Fourthly, the new English law will 
affect the lower strata of people, just 
as it has done in Germany. This 
strata hitherto were helpless, but cick 
insurance and old-age pensions re- 
move their most crying needs. Com- 
pulsion for these classes was absolute- 
ly necessary. In a few years will be 
witnessed a new life, new hopes and 
new ideals in these classes. 

Finally, there is the improvement in 
national hygiene to be expected, es- 
pecially in all that affects tuberculosis 
and other national diseases. 
hygiene initiative of the 
laws will be felt from the highest to 
the lowest classes in the state, but 
especially in the homes of the poor 


In Germany the worker's life has been ; 


prolonged; it will be so in England. 
Great sanatorias will rise in all parts 
of the country climatically suitable, 
and the English may look forward to 
the complete stamping out of certain 
diseases which have hitherto ravaged 
the nation. 

In conclusion, this high German of. 
ficial said the act at first would prob 
ably not run smoothly, but with pa- 
tience it will become an essential and 
indispensable part of the social life of 
the English people.

More E of Fact That World 
Has CraneediLitas Since Then 
Rome ,—Prof. 


ed that at least three large elevators 
were used in the palace, enabling the 
Roman emperors to ascend from the 
Forum to the top of the Palatine. One 
shaft, which hus not yet been com- 
pletely cleared from the 
rubbish which encumbered it, ig 120 
feet deep. 

A storm which displaced a tract of 
the sandy beach at Porto d’Anzio (the 
ancient Antium near Rome) has re- 
vealed the existence beneath the level 
of the sea of ruins which are supponed 
to be the remains of a patrician villa. 
Antium was a fashionable seaside re 
sort of the ancient Romans, and Nero 
built a sumptuous villa there. 

Discoveries like these, said a life 
long student of Roman antiquities, 
make one realize how little the world 
has changed in habit or achievement 
since the days of the Caesars. Take 
the matter of water supply and baths. 
There has been found near Pompeii a 
Roman house in which is installed a 
first-rate hot and cold water system. 
The occupants could turn on’ hot or 
cold water or both, just as in a modern 
house; and this was toward the end 
of the first century, A.D. 

A mode of bathing remarkably like 
the modern Turkish bath is describ- 
ed by Celsus, a writer on the art of 
medicine, He advises the bather to 
g0 first into a moderately heated room 
and perspire slightly, after which he 
should anoint himself and pass into a 
hot air room. Having perspired 
there, he should pour hot, warm and 
then scrape himself with a strigil, and 
finally anoint himself—this last pro- 
cess being probably a precaution 
against did. They strigil was a 
curved plece of metal much used for 
cleaning purposes by the athletes and 
bathers of ancient Rome. 

The ancient Romans. were good 
cooks and had advanced types of 
kitchen implements. At Pompeii 
was found an implement consisting of 
a long handle and a rectangular pan 
with twenty-eight circular depressions 
—used for baking cakes or poaching 


eges. 
Few people recollect that the 
Romans introduced a system of 


heating their houses by hot air. 
The stokeholes were outside and 
were connected by shafts by which 
the air circulated under the floors 
and up inside the walls. Seneca, 
writing in the first century, regard- 
ed such a system as an enervating 
luxury, but by the third century it 
was in general use. 

As to articles of the toilet, we 
could teach the Romans but little. 
|They had combs, razors, toothpicks, 
nail files (with a roughened surface 
and a smooth surface for polishing), 
mirrors, toilet boxes, ‘scent bottles, 
pins, brooches, hooks, and eyes. Of 
course, many of these things were 
much used long before the Romans; 
the principle .of the safety pin goes 
back, for instance, to very antique civ-
